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Continuation of 10. Other: Applicant's response does not put the application in condition for allowance. Applicant argues that 35 USC 
101 rejection should be withdrawn because co-pending application 09/346,375 does not teach an electrical gas discharge light delivery 
apparatus. The examiner respectfully disagrees because it is known in the art that conventional pulsed electrical gas discharges typically 
are used for laser pumping, which is functionally the same as the light energy delivery system which is disclosed in the co-pending 
application. In addition, applicant argues that a pulsed event is not disclosed in the claims. The examiner respectfully disagrees because 
pulsed events are disclosed in instant claims. Further, applicant traveses the 35 USC 103 rejection, stating that Burkart et al. does not 
teach an electrical gas discharge system, the presence of a frit or multiple layers. The examiner respectfully points out that Burkart et 
al. teaches the use of infrared radiation and furthermore, unobvlous cannot be established by attacking the reference individually when 
the rejection is based on a combination of references. In re Novak 16 USPQ 2d 2041, 2043 (Fed. Cir, BPAI 1989); In re Merck & Co. 800 
F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986); In re Keller 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); Ex parte Varga 189 USPQ 204; Ex parte Campbell 
172 USPQ 91 In reScheckler 168 USPQ 716 (CCPA 1971); In re Young 159 USPQ 725; In re Lyons 150 USPQ 741. Burkart et al, 
discloses the presence of glass. A frit is a calcined or partly fused material of which glass is made. Consequently, Burkart et al. does in 
fact teach the presence of a frit. In addition Burkart et al. discloses several embodiments, some having singular and others being of 
multiple combination. The teachings of the reference must be taken In its entirety and just relying on a specific embodiment does not take 
the broadest Interpretation of the reference. Thus, applicant's argument with respect to multiple layers is moot . 
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
